F rederick W. Lehmann, form er solici­ 
tor general, and D iplom atic S ecretary 
H. 
Percival 
Dodge 
no 
specific in­ 
structions. 
H e told them 
to place 
them selves in a rec eptive mood and 
aw ait proposals from th e th ree South 
A m erican m ediators. 
But at th e sam e tim e he outlined to 
his rep resen tativ es th a t peace in Mexi­ 
co seem s to him to be conditioned on 
the elim ination of the H uerta ad m in ­ 
istration and the establish m ent in its 
place of a stron g provisional govern­ 
m e n t which will conduct an election 
giving fair tre atm en t to ail factions 
and parties and guaranteeing, m ore­ 
over, a solution of the land owning 
problem and o th er interna) difficulties 
which 
hav e bred 
revolution in the 
southern 
republic 
during 
th e 
p ast 
th ree years. 


D esires Justice for All. 


T he p resid en t w ishes th e Mexican 
question 
settled 
on 
com prehensive 
lines th a t will take into account the 
economic principles for which Z apata 
In the south, as well as C arran za in 
th e north, have been fighting and at th e 
sam e tim e will serve the rightful in­ 
terests of th e people in th e territory 
now controlled by the H u erta govern­ 
ment. 
T he H uerta delegates are said to be 
ready to recormmnrd H u e rta ’s re tire ­ 
m ent, but only on th e condition th a t 
a definite u n derstan din g is reached on 
th e kind of go vernm ent th a t is to fol­ 
low. 
P residen t W ilson, in his final talk 
w ith th e A m erican com m issioners, at 
w hich S ecretary Bryan also was p res­ 
ent, spoke hopefully of the mediation. 
H e is earn estly desirous th at it shall 
succeed and indicated th a t every pow­ 
e r and legitim ate influence a t the dis­ 
posal 
of the 
A m erican go vern m ent 
will be exerted to m ake it succeed. 
T hough the C onstitutionalists have 
not agreed to tak e p art in th e m edia­ 
tion one high adm inistration official 
held out hopes of th eir u ltim ate par­ 
ticipation, saying a m isunderstanding 
w hich m ight be rem edied in a sho rt 
tim e w as largely responsible for their 
failure to be rep resen ted a t N iagara 
Falls. 


Explains Entire Problem. 


T he p residen t laid before the com­ 
m issioners th e entire M exican prob­ 
lem as he sawr it, em phasizing th a t 
th e duty of th e United S tates is to 
seek 
a 
constitutional 
governm ent 
which m ay be accorded recognition by 
th e world because of its capacity not 
alone to m ain tain peace w ithin its 
confines, but to observe international 
obligations. 
T he m ediato rs have w orked out, in 
a general way, a plan which they will 
subm it to all factions. 
One feature 
of it becam e definitely known.

seeks 
to 
eradicate 
the 
perplexing 
ag rarian question by prescribing a di­ 
vision of lands in a way th a t will be 
satisfactory to the m asses, bu t its de­ 
tails have not been revealed.

saw B ecker and Jack Rose talking a t 
th e H arlem conference which was de­ 
clared 
by 
th e court of appeals to 
have been the h ea rt of the conspiracy 
to m u rd er H erm an R osenthal." 
T he g am bler's widow and several 
o th er persons also testified before the 
prosecutor declared his case ended. 
Plitt sw ore th a t B ecker had asked 
him w hile on board a train on the 
way from New York to th e death 
house a t Sing Sing prison, following 
his conviction, to kill Ja ck Rose. Plitt 


s !bo said B ecker had m ade him carry 
m essages to Jack Rose, both before 
R osenth al’s m urder and after Hose 
w as locked up in the Tom bs, charged 
w ith having tak en p art in th e crime. 


“Stool Pigeon" for Becker. 


M arshall w ent fully into details of 
his alleged 
operations a s a "stool 
pigeon" for Becker. 
H e w as placed on th e stand as the 
"d isinterested w itn ess” to th e " H a r­ 
lem conference" which the court of 
appeals said was essential to convic t 
B ecker legally as the in stigato r of tb * - 
plot th a t resulted in th e killing of th e 
gambler. 
T h e defen se will now open its case. 
Becker will not be th e first witness. 
H is attorn ey , after a conference, re ­ 
fused to say definitely w h eth er he 
would be called later, although they 
a ss e rt th a t the form er police lieuten­ 
a n t has dem anded th a t he be given 
an opportunity to speak for himself. 
Mrs. B ecker will go on th e stand to 
try to save her husband from the elec­ 
tric chair.

D em ocrats who are opposing President 
W ilson continue to extol his high pur 
poses and do not in an y w ay ussail or 
question bls motives. 
In the silver fight the Democrats, 
w ith the sliver Republican allies, open 
ly organized and m aintained a filibus­ 
ter for the purpose of defeating the 
legislation which the president wanton. 
N othing like th at will be attem pted in 
regard to the repeal bill, although it 
will be d ebated at g reat length. 
A Fortunate Move. 
It w as a fo rtun ate m ove for the 
president th a t be had the repeal bill 
taken up and passed by th e house as 
quickly as possible. 
H ad the bouse 
been able to delay toe m easure, or bad 
the ad m in istration allowed it to be de­ 
layed. it is doubtful w h eth er it would 
have had plain sailing. 
T he opposition 
would have grow n w ith delay. 
S peaker C ham p Clark said th at if 
some such speech as he m ade the day 
the d ebate closed 
could 
have been 
m ade tw o w eeks before an d given aa 
wide publicity as his speech. It would 
have had the effect of compelling an 
am en dm ent to the resolution such as 
m any m em bers purposed. 
At least the 
speaker claim s th at it would have pre­ 
vented th e adoption of the rule which 
sh u t o u t nil am endm ent. 
House May Have a Chance. 
It is quite possible th at th e am en d ­ 
m ent which has been agreed to by th e 
senate com m ittee on interoceanic ca­ 
nals will afford the house an opportu­ 
nity to vote on the Clark am endm ent 
when th e repeal bill is retu rn ed to th at 
body. 
T here will be a fine parliam en­ 
ta ry skirm ish in an effort to secure a 
vote which will em phatically assert 
A m erican control.

Commending Badger. 
T here has been general com m enda­ 
tion of th e m anner in which Admiral 
C harles J. Badger, the com m ander of 
th e A tlantic fleet and senior in Mex­ 
ican w aters, has conducted him self 
since he arrived there. Admiral F letch ­ 
er, w ho is his junior, had things well 
in hand, and Badger kept o ut of it. al­ 
lowing Fletcher to take all the credit 
there w as for landing the bluejackets 
and m urines aud taking th e city of 
Vera Cruz and bringing about order 
uud establishing American supremacy. 
“B adger could have gone in and bog 
ged the whole thing,’’ said a man In 
the navy departm ent, "ju st as others 
have done before him not only in the 
navy, b ut in the army.

In a report on the problem of the 
m eat supply of the country the com­ 
m ittee on statistics and standards of 
the United States cham ber of com­ 
m erce reaches the conclusion th at an 
im partial and careful survey of the ! 
field “fails to disclose any genuine 
cause fo r alarm , but rather that ex- 
eessively high prices and declining sup­ 
p lie s are but tem porary phases of an 
economic problem of whose satisfac 
tory solution there can be no reason 
able doubt.” 
The present apprehension, in the 
opinion of the com m ittee, is based 
largely upon th e study of partial and 
often 
superficial 
statistics and 
the 
usual tendency to judge the future by 
tile events of tin* last few years alone. 
“There exists today," says the re­ 
port. “a w idespread, but entirely e r­ 
roneous, belief th a t the apparent de­ 
creasing m eat supply of food with a 
steadily increasing population Is a per­ 
m a n e n t tendency. 
That, likewise, it 
will become more and more accentuat­ 
ed as tim e goes on, with tho natural re­ 
sults of still higher prices of m eat and 
constantly increasing im portations.” 
A S p o ra d ic C ondition. 
A series of charts is given, based 
on the tlgures of the Year Book of the 
departm ent of agriculture and correct­ 
ed a t the census dates, 1800. 1900 and 
1910, by bureau of census statistics. 
These indicate, according to the com­ 
mittee. "a series of ups and downs 
rather than a steady tendency to de­ 
crease. 
W hile it is true that popula­ 
tion lins increased steadily during this 
aeries of jean*, yet it is equally true 
th at the num ber of cattle per IOO of 
population is practically the sam e now 
us in 1870, and this. after all, is the 
crux of the situation."

In all except the 
last nam ed causes sim ilar to those in 
tills country are operating to decrease 
the supply in proportion to population 
To dom estic sources, it is believed, pen 
pie m ust look for any perm anent relief 
in the future.

B rig h t O utlook F o r H om e P rod u ctio n . 
The Panhandle of Texas is an exam 
pie of one of the new and im portant 
sources of future supply. T here is ai 
areu «f about 25.000 square miles on 
which lire a num ber of windm ills that 
pump up the w ater a t small cost 
These are fast changing tile country 
from vast grazing ranges to a num ber 
cf small stock farm s on which are 
grown such hardy plants for stock feed 
as mile maize. Kaffir corn, cowpeas aud 
also alfalfa. 
The com paratively small 
size of these farm s makes it possible to 
protect the live stock against blizzards. 
The indications are th at a greater num ­ 
ber as well as a better quality of cattle 
will be raised than when tile plains 
were vast ranches. 
In addition, the 
large and steadily growing areas under 
Irrigation in m any parts of tile west 
and southw est and tile dry farm ing 
will afford opportunity for stock rals 
Ing. 
In the states farth er east. w here the 
rainfall can be more depended on, the 
raising of stock on the farm s is becom 
ing not only a m atter of direct profit, 
but one of the essentials of proper 
farm m anagement. 
But the promise of the greatest new 
source of supply, in the com m ittee's 
judgm ent, comes from tile southern 
states. 
The 
only 
obstacle 
to 
the 
south’s becoming the ideal cattle sec­ 
tion is th*; Texas fever tick. 
This is 
being overcome. 
Hog raising also offers great prom­ 
ise. 
These anim als can well be raised 
on small farm s, and the forces that 
tend to m ake cattle raising more diffi­ 
cult render the raising of hogs easier 
and 
more 
profitable. 
Hog cholera, 
which was the active factor in reduc­ 
ing tile supply of these anim als, is now 
easily controlled. 
With sheep it is another m atter, and 
tin* com m ittee does not think the out­ 
look so encouraging. 
Much will de­ 
pend. it says, upon w hether it. is found 
profitable to raise sheep and lambs for 
meat supply, with wool only as a by­ 
product. 
Other factors to be considered nre 
tile great growth of the poultry indus­ 
try and the decline per capita in con­ 
sumption of meat as food. 
As to the 
last mentioned, not only has vegeta­ 
rianism increased, but people general­ 
ly use more cereals, fruits, vegetables 
and nuts instead o f so much meat.

controlling flexion or bending. 
The dog was for some time unable to 
direct or co-ordinate its movements. 
Gradually, however, at about the nine­ 
ty-third day, this power returned and 
was completely regained by tho one 
hundr»Ml and twenty-third day. 
An experiment with all tile muscles 
connected to the extensor or straight­ 
ening out nerves was then tried. Here 
recovery of action began at tile fifty- 
ninth and was complete by the seven 
ty-nlnth day. 


Old Theory Shattered. 
According to the older conception of 
nerve activity and control, the dog in 
the first experiment should have been 
able to bend hut uever again to 
straighten out his foreleg; In the sec­ 
ond to straighten out, but never again 
to bend it. That, on I he contrary, full 
movement was soon regained, upset 
this theory completely and proved that 
the brain was capable, if it had tho op­ 
portunity, of adapting itself within a 
short period to almost any change of 
nerve distribution. 
The possible applications of the dis­ 
covery are very wide. For exam [tie. 
the nerves of a withered or useless 
limb, the function of which has been 
lost because of some injury to or des 
ease of the brain—for example, by apo- 
plexy—if connected to the nerve trunk 
leading to a healthy part of that or 
gam might again receive and convey 
stimuli.
